Advertising policies, technical 
problems and date of distribution were 
also on the agenda.

MEET MAGNUS FLYNN 


"The Paper" interviewed the Dean of 
Students today in an effort to interpret 
the responsibilities of his office to 
the evening students. Dean Flynn made 
it very clear that he was interested 

in all students, day and evening, and 
that the door to his office is "always" 
open, till 8:30 pem. that is. 


A secretary and an administrative 
assistant, G. Bacharier, will be on 
hand to listen to your problems and 
either recommend or take corrective 
action. If you want to see the Dean 
himself, you should phone 879-5980 

for an appointment and he will arrange 
for a mutually convenient time. Listed 
below are the main areas of the Dean 
of Students' interest. 


1. Financial Aid Problems. 

The province of Quebec provides for - 
financial assistance if a student is 
single and earning less than $5,000 a 
year. This would work out to about 
$25.00 per course, once the course 

is started. If the student is married 
the limit is $7,000 or under per 
year. So anyone fitting this 
description and wishing to save 
$25.00 a course, should immediately 
contact the Dean of Students' Office. 


2e Health Services 

This service is available to all 
evening students. A staff nurse is on 
duty in the sub-basement and is capable 
of rendering first aid in case of 
emergency. A qualified doctor is on 
call. Those with cardiac or diabetic 
problems should give particulars of 
their case to the health service so 
that in case of a seizure or diabetic 
shock your particulars are in a file. 


3. Referral Counselling 

This is the area of greatest activity 
and concerns itself with students who 
have problems in getting enrolled in 
a particular course, or wish to have 
course nights changed due to a change 
of working hours. 





Areas the Dean of Students does not 
concern himself with: 


1. Faculty members evenings availa- 
bility for questions relating to credit 
courses. 


2 Why there is no evening registration 
for evening students. In other words, 
why you — the evening student - have to 
come during the day for registration and 
lose pay. (Watch Patrick Burnsme's 
scathing attack in a future issue) 


3. Lockers. A lot of Fine Arts students 
complain about the preferential treat- 


ment given to day students in this regard. 


If you have a complaint here, direct it 
to the Controller of the university, 
Mr. Worrell 


4. Cafeteria. If you have gota 


-"beef", see your cafeteria committee 


which is partially composed of evening 
students. 


5- Employment - Placement Service. 
This service is available to evening 
students and the placement officer is | 
in his office in the evenings. 


Dean Flynn congratulated "The Paper" 

on its efforts to reach the vast masses 
of the 'uncommitted', 'winformed'(?) 
evening students and felt compelled to 
say that "The evening student has an 
important stake in how this university 
is organized"...and he hoped that more 
evening students would inform themselves 
about the forthcoming changes of the 
university senate so that they could 
counterbalance those activists who seem 
bent on taking over. If the evening 
students want Sir George to remain 
primarily an evening students university, 
then it is high time that the evening 
student made his views known. 


TV SIR GEORGE - A SUCCESS STORY 


Can day and evening students work 
together and come up with something 
good? "Yes," says Harold Fues, 
evening student and information 
officer of TV Sir George. To hin, 

TV Sir George is a success story 

in more ways than one. First of 

all, it debunks the mistaken belief, 
held so dearly by many Georgians, 
that day students and evening stud- 
ents are "generations" apart, and 
never the twain shall meet. "This 

is ridiculous," says Harold, "because 
we at TV Sir George have proved that 
day and evening students can work 
together in a field that interests 
them both, and comé up with some very 
tangible results. 


TV Sir George was started by day 
students some two years ago, when a 
few TV enthusiasts crowded around 
James Joyce, at present our executive 
producer. Quite often they went to 
the studios of Cable Vision on 
Mayrand Street, to produce half hour 
programs shown over Channel 9 TV." 
Harold came along in the fall of 
1967 and together with a few inter- 
ested evening students put forth 
some suggestions, based upon practical 
experience in business. These suggest— 
Qs were acted upon and they started 
to have workshops in announcing, 
interviewing and other TV techniques. 
"We then decided that we should go 
closed circuit within the University. 
Instead of just being purely a TV 
club, we became a service organiz-— 
ation within the University by giving 
news, interviews, televised films, 
etc. to the student body at large. 


This was easier said than done, 
because we had no studio, no cameras, 
no equipment - anything. Some of the 
evening students used their business 


experience and expertise to contact 
local firms, asking for money and 
@ ecuipnent. As it so often happens 
in real life, a classmate of mine 
just happened to be manager of 
Television Systems at RCA Victor, 
and he agreed to give to TV Sir 
George, on a permanent loan basis, 
a television camera and associated 
equipment valued at $20,000. This 
gave us the start we needed, and 
other equipment soon followed." | 
"Extensive lobbying by the day stud- 
ents got us a study on the sixth 
floor and through the very hard 
work of James Joyce and his day 
students, TV Sir George went closed 
circuit within the Hall Building 
on February 7, 1968." 


Extensive newspaper coverage by both 
the Montreal Star and the Gazette was 
given to this event and that the CBC 
and CFCF sent camera crews to film it. 
Donations continued to come in and 

the then-Secretary of State, Judy 

La Marsh, came through via the good 
offices of the CBC, with a sizeable 
chunk of TV equipment, donated to the 
University. "An important thing 

you should realize," says Harold, "is 
the fact that TV Sir George is complet- 
ely student-owned. All the equipment 
was donated to us. The administration 
has no say over how and where we use 
this equipment. This makes us unique 


Soon monitors will be installed through- 


out. the building in student lounges, 


etc. where TV Sir George Programmes can 
be viewed. Full scale production should 
start on or about October 7th. Prominent 
TV personalities have shown an interest 
in TV Sir George and will participate 

in some of the proposed workshops to be 
held throughout the academic year. 

Right now Harold is looking for evening 
students who wish to participate in 
"Concrete Campus", a half hour weekly 

TV show, taped and shown via the courtesy 
of Cable TV - Channel 9. Announcers 

and interviewers are needed who can 
spend definite times at the TV studios 

of TV Sir George in the Hall Building. 
They will read evening news, take 
interviews, and in general show their 
creative genius.

DEMOCRACY AND VIETNAM 


Under the microscope of the dis- 
illusioned cynic, the world appears 
to be a hopeless cause. Hippies 
are freaking out, all over Sir 
George Williams University and 
students of all faculties are diving 
off the mezzanine, trying to end it 
all. Yet, in truth, Viet Nam is a 
minor issue, rather than the major 
crisis of world history. For 
example, even a slow war in Viet 
Nam is better than total atomic 


annihilation. 


Democracy is the answer, to present 
strife, not as a mere word, but as a 
living force. The definition of 
democracy, is not found in books, as the 
Marxist doctrines but in the soul of 
everyone who believes init. Itisa 
sense of fair play, justice and freedom; 
love, honour, pride in country and 
compassion for the down-trodden. 


Democracy is a love of liberty, freedom 
and equality; it is a desire to live in 
peace. Attacks on our nation's democra- 
cy may be malicious or even violent, 

be we must be prepared to defend and 
protect our freedom. If we make no 
attempt to do so, we can only expect 

to see the rights of all individuals, 
placed in the hands of the few. 


If a small nation fears the threat of 
sattellization by China, it is in the 
noblest spirit of freedom that we give 
all necessary aid to the down-trodden 
people of this country. The North can 
always turn to China for aid, but if 

a decision is made to withdraw from 
South Vietnam by the United States of 
America, then who will the South look 
to for aid? As human beings, we must 
not turn our heads, away from the hope 
of freedom in the hearts of the South 
Vietnamese people. 


These are the real underdogs in this war, 
hated by the Viet Cong, and ignored by 
vote-seeking politicians in America, 
only appreciated by those with concern 
for life and democratic values. Peace 
can be attained through democracy, 
although personal "power" seeking 
struggles have made it necessary to 
fight for freedom. Differences of 
opinion can be settled by those, who 
seek rational solutions. 


However, the Viet Nam problem has 
been victimized by the "power" . 
hungry pseudo-intellectual move- 
ments e.g. Black power, white 

power, flower power, and even 

Eskimo power groups, which divide 
into radical and reactionary fringes. 
Both "right" and "left" camps are too 
terrified of one another to attempt 
a lasting solution. 


Society is not progressing, as a 
result, because the wheels of 
thought and correction are barely 
revolving. Too many people try to 
change the past, hoping to create an 
L.S.D. Utopia. It is useless to 
condemn the past, of a few years, 
months or even hours ago. Progress 
occurs by the application of 
democratic principles, today, so 
that change may be effected con- 
structively. 


Most of all, society moves by 
purposeful action. Demonstrations, 
with all their incidental violences, 
sit-down strikes, flag burning and 
looting achieve nothing but further 
turmoil. These tactics may have 
worked in 1917, but in 1968, New 
Teft tactics are primitive, rather 
than radical; since Communism is 
primarily a nineteenth century set 
of doctrines, designed for a nation, 
living in the sixteenth economically 
and politically. Progress is achieved 


by moving forward. 


Democracy is the answer to jealousy, 
hatred, and hostility. It is a state of 
mind, a belief in the rights of the 
individual. It is a noble part of 
democracy to help any nation realise 
its sovereign rights, whenever this aid 
is requested. If more people realised 
this there would be fewer "world crisis" 
and perhaps fewer Viet Nams. It is | 
not the guaranteed instant easy street 
magic that so many Sir George students ° 
seem to seek in these days of political 
gluttony and stagnation; but with a 
concerted effort, liberty, justice, and 
equality can be made to prevail.

Carrying heavy bonded paper, pencils, 
masonites, paint brushes, paints are 
just some of the equipment used —- at 
work, on a bus, at school are just 
some of the places where inconveniences 
arise. Imagine this situation in the 
winter, summer, spring and autumn.
